The 
bullet's opening In tup front wall of 
the stomach AVJIS small, and it was 
carefully closed with sutures, after 
which a search was made for the hole 
In the back wall of the stomach. This 
hole where the bullet went out of the 
stomach "\tas larger than the hole In 
the front wall of the- stomach—in fact, 
it was a wound over an inch In diame- 
ter, jagged and ragged. It was sewed 
up in three layers. This wound was 
larger than the wound where the bullet 
entered the stomach, because the bullet 
in' its course forced tissues through 
ahead of it. 


"In turning up the stomach, an act 


that was absolutely necessary and was 
performed by Dr. Mann with rare skill, 
the danger was that some of the con- 
tents of the stomach might go into the 
abdominal cavity and as a result cause 
peritonitis. It so happened that theie 
was very little in the president's! stom- 
ach at the time of the. operation. More 
over, subsequent developments tend tc 
show that this feature ol" the operation 
was grandly successful and that none 
of the contents of the stomach entered 
the abdominal cavity. 1!' any of the 
contents hail entered the cavity, tin. 
probability is that before uo\v peritoni- 
tis would have set in. 


•'In this conneetu n it is of interest 


that some experienced surgeons do no! 
mind the temperature at all in noting 
the bulletins of the president's condi- 
tion, but say that so long as the pulse 
is in the proper relation to the tempera- 
ture in a big operation like this it is 
very common for the temperature to 
remain around loii or even KKS, I'.nt if 
i he tempera Jure h.-,d dropped and the 
pulse had accelerated, it would have 
been a danger signal of peritonitis set- 
ting in. It is of interest also to know 
that after an operation of this kind the 
peristaltic or compve^sivo action in the 
abdominal cavity 'ceases or becomes 
retrograde. After the operation as soon 
as the patient passes anything, even 
gas. through the rectum it is a sign 
that peristaltic action hns recommenc- 
ed normally nnd that the danuer of per- 
itonitis was practically over. After an 
operation such as was performed on the 
president the surgeons wish to know at

To dwarf trees as the Chinese do you 


must follow their methods. They take « 
foimg plant, say a seedling or :i cutting 
••>£ cedar when about tw'o or three inches 
idgb, cut off its taproot as soou us it 
has enough other rootlets to live upon 
aod replant it in n shallow pot or pan, al- 
lowing the end of the taproot to rest up- 
on the bottom of the pan. 
Alluvial clay 


molded to the sixe of beans and just suffi- 
cK'ni in quantity to furnish 
a scanty 


nourishment is then put into the 
pot. 


Water, beat and light are permitted on 
the same basis. 


The Chinese also use various mechanic- 


nl contrivances to promote symmetry of 
growth. As, owing to tho shallow pots, 
both top and roots are easily accessible, 
the gaidener uses the pruning knife and 
tho bearing iron freely. So that the little 
tree hemmed on every side eventually 
gives lij) the unequal struggle nnd. con- 
tontine itself, with tbe little life left, 
grows just enough to live and look well.

General Miles, it seems, had made up 


his mlud to send out a detachment of 
Infantry aud a detachment of cavalry 
with orders upt to it-turn until Geroni- 
mo was either killed or captured. The 
orders had not been issued, but it was 
quite generally known throughout tho 
department of the west that such a 
move was contemplated. Every officer

The general was entertained 
by the colonel of the regiment, and Ma- 
jor Kitnball put up In Captain Law- 
ton's quarters. But little sleep he got 
that nitr'it, for Lawton wanted to com- 
mand i hat expedition, and he declared 
tlint nothing else on earth woul'l satis- 
fy him.

Wonderful Xllnnlon* That Vanish 


From Sigh* Like a. SliooHmr Star 
and Some Others That Linger Until 
tlie Goinsr Down el the Sun. 
As tbe mirage is so infrequent In the 


populous part of our country and as so 
little is said about it, it is probable that 
the majority of Americans know it only 
by nan>. though they may have read de- 
scriptions of the mirage of the Sahara 
desert or the Fata Morgana of Sicily and 
southern Italy. 
Occasionally it may be 


beta across Lake Ontario, and New York 
state may look upon a Canadian town 
pictured upon the sky. This happens hut 
once in many years. 


Ktit the mirage of the southwest be- 


comes a friend, a sort of traveling com- 
panion. As the traveler passes through 
Arizona on the train he sees the lakes 
coining and going all the time and won- 
ders if it is not n mistake to call it a 
desert. 
Occasionally he will be aston- 


ished to see wild animals come so near 
the train, but when he sees some great 
boasts, larger than the elephant, he be- 
gins to ask questions and is likely to feel 
skeptical when told that it is all a fancy 
and due to the mirage. Our party was 
growing so used to phantoms that we 
were confident we could not be mistaken 
again. Nevertheless we were. 


We had loft the Moqui reservation and 


were traveling toward tbe Chitiquo river 
when we beheld a city chiseled out of 
maible, with cathedrals and towers, with 
pillars capped with Grecian gods and 
Christian saints, with sUccts of marble 
and a river winding its way through the 
city. 
We believed it a real city and 


thought it wns built of marble because it 
wns so plentiful here. It \vas a city of 
•splendor, but a child of the sun, which 


life nud beauty to the sand ban en 


deseit, and, lo, when we look again the 
magic city, with its wonderful towers and 
pillars and fiver, has vanished like a 
shooting star! 


Aloug thu Colorado river the mirage is 


frequent. Sometimes tlie objects are re- 
versed and appear to be upside down, 
sometimes vortical—that K standing one 
abo\u tlie other. The scientists say that 
these mirages are caused by the heating 
of the sand, tho atmosphere being of 
much higher temperature near the sur- 
face, where it expands rapidly, hut leaves 
the greater volume ot air above dense; 
thnt tbo sun ttnking the air obliquely 
Conns an angle of light because it passes 
uniformly through tho douse air, but 
when reaching the dilfusod air it pierces 
more rapidly and inclines straight to- 
ward the earth instead of obliquely, with 
n tendency to tinn back toward the 
denser atmosphc're. This angle of light 
causes u reflection. The objects on the 
earth are sh.idowed in the lower strata 
and reflected from thnt upon the higher. 
And yet this was not a satisfactory ex- 
planation to us, for the mirage astonish 
od and amused us after the sun had gone. 


Gnu zoning we were sitting on the 


steps of n raneli cabin when, looking to- 
waid the s»uth, we saw a magnificent 
niouastety. Wo were surpiiscrl that we 
had not soon it before. 
It wns then 


crovi ing dark, and we could see it until 
total darkness closed. In the morning it 
was gout1. 
The next morning wo were 


nroiiHt-d before daylight in order that we 
might sec tho train at The Neediest, about 
80 miles south. Wo could see the cars 
plainly, as well as the men. The whole 
bcene seemed but a few hundred yarda 
tuvny. This, we were told, may be ob- 
Bt'ivod almost any morning in the year. 


The next surprise the mirage gave us 


was near the Puyago Indian reservation. 
One morning we were presented the pie- 
tme of a lively city. Tlie houses and the 
markets were plain, nnd trie inhabitants, 
wearing their serapes and sombreros. 
Many wore going to church, the water 
earners were hurrying about, men on 
mustangs were going here nnd there nn<! 
there was uo mistaking tbo fat't that it 
was n real city. We learned afterward 
that it was the town of Magdalena, Mex- 
ico, u hundred miles or more south. 


But tho most wonderful of all the 


scenes is that of the Jim Jnm valley, in 
tho San Kernardino mountains, over the 
Arizona lino in southern California. From 
Ynma to the mountains we passed many 
scenes, the most interesting being tbe 
mud "volcanoes." Tho mud is thrown 
up from many openings, some springs 
spouting several feet in height. There is 
a continual making and destruction of 
mud pies. These so called volcanoes are 
fionu-tnnes below sea level and generally 
quito cold, though a few are boiling hot. 
Roth are accompanied by a rumbling 
noise. One sees tbe skeletons of many 
birds thnt in their search of water have 
perished by tho fumes of the "volcanoes." 
We saw the remains of mocking birds, 
golden eagles and the Mexican snowbird. 


When we entered the Jim Jam valley 


through Dead Man's pass, the sun was 
shining brilliantly. We had not gone far 
when we witnessed strange things. The 
walls ot the cliffs nre frightfully scared 
and the peaks twisted into tortured 
forms. 
Not ft living creature of any 


kind inhabits the valley, which is only 20 
miles or so In length and probably half ns 
wide. So far ns wo could tell, when in 
our right senses, not a plnnt or living 
thing of any nature inhabited this valley. 
Yet we saw many lakes and rivers and 
foliage nnd birds nnd water fowl which 
vanished as we proceeded and formed 
again beyond. We saw strange bensts 
coming toward us In all directions, which ! 
made us restless and the women of our 
party almost hysterical. 


Beyond we saw Indians tn their cnnnes 


ond thought to reach them, hut they, too, 
vanished. 
In their stead we saw a 


mountain rise in a lake ot silver. Great 
birds of different hues seemed to hover 
over th« lakes: beautiful trees, with fan- 
tastic forms, hung over the water. The 
mountain seemed to move, and ns It 
moved its summit was crowned by a 
groat hall of blue firo, which was sur- 
rounded by a halo ol light. We were 
astonished to see the mountain Bearing 
us. Of course we know It was on illu- 
sion, but when the mountain top appeared 
to brenk off and lo he falling upon us our 
nerves wore quito unstrung. Tho women 
were almost prostrated. We know that 
a storm WHS brewing, so we hastened 
back. Tbo storm broke before we rench- 
ed Dead Mnn's p»sn, tho lightning fin sh- 
ine on nil sides of us, forming In crosses, 
stnrs, hslos nnd other fantastic forms. 
Tho thunder crashed from wnll to wall 
nnd soomed to tear the mountains nnd 
the very atmosphere.

Fishing with electric light rays for 


bait is the latest feat of science, says 
the New York Journal. The inventors 
of the,light that is to rob the sea of its 
inhabitants say it will revolutionize the 
fishing; industry. The Captains Coura- 
geous -whose praise Kipling has sung 
are to be no more. Instead, a handful 
of electricians will go down to the sea, 
press a button, and, lo, hundreds of 
flsh, drawn by an Irresistible power, 
will find themselves flapping around 
the deck of a boat. 


This power is the Yale marine arc 


light. Its Inventors are Irving A. Bur-

dick and Ffaucls G. Hall, Jr., Yale 
boys, who were graduated last year. 
The practical possibilities of the light 
were explained to W. S. Mead, the mil- 
lionaire, and the building of four boats 
dc&lgnod specially for this kind o£ 
dec-p sea flahlng Is now under way. 


On each of the boats there will be 


four electric lamps on cables 200 feet 
loug. Each light will be lowered In a 
net which will be automatically open- 
od. Tlie weight of tbe fish will close 
it. Eai-h boat will bo equipped with a 
complete electric lighting plant, and 
wherever possible wood will be used 
10 deaden sound. For night fishing the 
decks will be brilliantly lighted. 


The lamp consists of an 
upper 


mechanism chamber solenoid and other 
mechanism. The lower chamber Is In- 
closed by a glass globe, which Is her- 
metically sealed to tbe tipper chamber 
by rubber gaskets. Inside tlie lower 
chamber are placed au Inner globe and 
the carbon. Tbe lamp is 22 inches over 
all and is encircled by a handle seven 
Inches In din meter. The metal parts 
nre of gun metal. The glass globes are 
designed to withstand a pressure of 
MX i pounds. Insuring safety at a depth 
of l.ooo feet. Tbe greatest depth to 
which any diver is known to have de- 
scended is 204 feet. Tbe feeder cable 
Is led into tlie mechanism chamber 
through a rubber pricked stuffing box, 
and when immersed the lamp is, of 
course, water tight. 


A Chuncp F'or Electriclana.

To Make Ozoi^ l»y Electricity. 


A patent has recently been taken out 


in Germany for the production of ozone 
by tbe electrification, of the air by a 
process which reduces the heat gener- 
ated and, therefore, the formation of 
oxides of nitrogen to a minimum. The 
apparatus to be preferred has its elec- 
trodes covered with a very large num- 
ber of points and separated by glass 
plates. The great point appears to be 
to mane tbe electric discharge as near- 
ly invisible as possible. 


The newest scientific discovery Is pre- 


ventive inoculation for plant diseases, 
says the Xew York Herald. It offers 
to the world a novel means 'of fighting 
the numerous maladies which attack 
the garden, the orchard and the ripen- 
ing field crops. Hypodermic Injections 
of certain germ cultures arp given to 
tbe plants, which, being mildly sicken- 
ed for awhile, presently recover and 
are thereafter proof against infection- 
veritable vegetable immunes, in fact. - 


Plants, like animals, are subject to 


ever so many diseases, most of them 
caused by germs of one kind or anoth- 
er. Such micro organisms when they 
feed on the leaves cause what arc called 
"rusts" and "smuts" and frequently do 
an immense amount of damage. Often 
the fruit in garden or orchard rots in 
the very act of ripening, and this is as 
likely as not to bo occasioned by a pe- 
culiar bacterium known to science as 
the Bacillus putrefaciens. 


Tiiis bacillus has been chosen as a 


special favorite for the inoculation 
work. It grows rapidly on gelatin and 
Is easily utilized in a suitable solution 
for injections. Wheat, oats, beans, sun- 
llowcrs and radishes when treated in 
this way show symptoms of being un- 
well, but soon throw them off and are 
thenceforth proof not only against 
"plant rot," but also against other com- 
mon maladies due to germs. 


The bacillus in feeding on the gelatin 


multiplies at- a great rate and inci- 
dentally develops a poison peculiar to 
itself. This poison, or toxin, as experts 
call it, can be separated from the 
germs themselves by a simple process 
of lilteririg. Then it may be used by 
Itself in making the Injections, and, as 
far as shown, it has the same cCfect in 
rendering tho plant immune. It ap- 
pears to communicate the symptoms 
of the complaint without the actual 
malady, but the result is equally satis- 
factory. 


Developing Odor In Flowers. 


Accounts from St. Louis say that an 


enthusiastic lover of flowers has suc- 
ceeded In breeding an odoriferous race 
of tulips nnd that he Is now engaged 
In experiments with the chrysanthe- 
mum, 
to which he expects eventually 


to impart the fragrance of the rose. 


Transparent Mirrora. 


Mirrors that one can see through are 


a new invention already coming into 
use. 
They are so called "platinized 


glass," being backed with a compound 
made of 95 per cent of silver and 5 per 
cent platinum, and, optically speaking, 
they nre exceedingly curious and in- 
teresting. Looking Into a glass of this 
kind one finds first rate reflection. It 
1s a mirror and nothing more. At the 
same time a person on the other side 
can see directly through it. 


RAILROADING 


An Invention for supplying fresh nir 


for the inside of railway cars carrying 
fruit, milk or other perishable mer- 
chandise has been worked out on a sim- 
ple basis by Jerry Holly of Chicago, a 
retired railroad man. No assertion la 
made that his invention will take the 
place of refrigerator cars,. 
It is ex- 


pected only to reduce tho temperature 
:o tlu- extent that is possible by pro- 
pelling drafts of fresh air through a 
car from large fans under the floor that 
ire operated ^>y power taken from the 
axle through cogwheels. 
The force of 


the current of air will vary with the 
velocity of the car in motion. 


Mr. Holly asserts that the fans will 


drive out foul air and keep a constant 
current of cool, fresh air in a car in 
transit, which will preserve ripe fruit 
or milk for longer periods than they 
could be preserved in ordinary closed 


Here's «v Pleasant Prospect. 


This summer's excessive heat is ex- 


plained by a Chicago scientist in a way 
calculated to give both chills and fever 
to that part of humanity which accepts 
his explanation. He asserts that the 
earth In its annual revolution about 
tbo sun is approaching nearer and 
nearer to thnt orb every summer and 
getting farther nnd farther away every 
winter. Tho ultimate result, he avers, 
will be that tbe Inhabitants of this 
sphere will be alternately baked and 
frozen until no living being is left 


The UHO of gas to make the hair grow 


Is one of the latest medical discoveries. 
Tbo gas employed is oxygen. A large 
cap fita tightly round the head and is 
supplied with oxygen from a bag which 
Is sluug over tho patient's shoulders. 
It Is worn for a few hours every day 
and even in oases of absolute baldness 
Is said to produce a more or less luxu- 
riant crop of hair. 


Tho discovery was made at the Oxy- 


gon hospital, London. Tbe gas is used 
for the cure of quite a number of dis- 
cnsos. A womaa was undergoing the 
oxygon cure for akin disease, and one 
of her arms had for many days been 
placed in :i light airtight box filled with 
i>be gun. It was soon noticed thnt on 
that part of the arm that wns unaf- 
footed by tho dlHtnse the growth of 
Imlr was much stimulated, and this 
naturally Kuggested oxygen ns a cure 
for bnldnoss. 
;Thc llrst experiment was made upon 
a woman who had completely lost her 
hnlr, and It wns found thnt after a few 
weeks' treatment there was quito A

Admiral "Who Saw HI* 


Son's Apparition. 


I know of a distinguished admiral who 


was reading the paper one day when he 
suddenly exclaimed, "I have just seen 
- ," naming his son, who was a lieu- 
tenant in the navy on the West African 
station. "He is on shore, being carried 
by sailors. He is very ill or dying, and 
he is wearing a marine's cap." It was 
afterward shown that h!s son, who was 
on some expedition on shore, had been 
suddenly struck down with fever and at 
ihe time in question was being carried by 
sailors and, what was more strange, he 
had some time before lost his own cap 
and was wearing such a cap as his father 
had seen, which he had borrowed from a 
marine. 


Of these stories there are a great many. 


One of the best authenticated of them Is 
the incident in which Captain Sherbroke 
of the Thirty-third regiment, afterward 
General Sir John Cope Sherbroke, and 
Lieutenant George AVynward of 
the 


same regiment were concerned. One aft- 
ernoon. in 1785, when they were with the 
regiment in Canada, they were both sit- 
ting together in Wynward's quarters. 
It was about 4 o'clock. They had both 
dined, but neither had taken wine. 
The 


room they sat iu had two doors, one open- 
ing into a passage, the other into AVyn- 
ward's bedroom. 


The only way into the sitting room was 


the door from the passage, and the only 
wny iuto the bedroom was through the 
sitting room. The two officers were read- 
ing some military subject together, hav- 
ing left mess early to pursue their studies. 
SherbroUp. happening to look up from, his 
book, obseried a tall youth of about 20 
years of age, whose appearance was that 
of extreme emaciation. Struck with the 
appearance of a perfect stranger, he 
turned to tils friend and directed his at- 
tention to the guest who had broken into 
their itvidles. As soon as Wynward saw 
the mysterious stranger ho became very 
ngit.'iteil. "I never," Sir John Sberbroke 
used to say in telling the story afterward, 
"saw a living face assume the appearance 
of a corpse except Wynward's at that 
moment." 
"Good God," Wynward ex- 


claimed. "it is my brother!" The stranger 
seemed to go into the bedroom. 
They 


followed him nnd found tlint there was 
no one there. They took note of the hour 
nnd day. 
When the mail came from 


home, there was a letter to Sherbroke 
from a mutual friend asking him. to break 
to Wynward the news that his favorite 
brother was dead. lie had died on the 
day and at the very hour on which Wyn- 
ward and his friend had seen his spirit 
pass through the apartment. 


There is one point that occurs to one on 


rending this story. Did the young man 
die in England at 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon on the dnjr in question or did he die 
nt the hour that the clock would have 
pointed to in. England when it was 4 p. 
m. in Canada? In a good many of these 
stories the difference of time at different 
parts of the world seems to be ignored. 
The story, however, seems to hare plenty 
of evidence to rest on. It was published 
in 1S23 by Mr. Jarvis in his "Accredited 
Ghost Stories," and there is a note to the 
effect that a relation of Wynward's had 
read it and stated that in all important 
circumstances it was strictly true. Then 
the author says that Sir John Sherbroke 
often told the story, and Sir John lived 
for some five years after the book was 
published. 
In a discussion in "Notes 


and Queries" a writer who seems to have 
known the family bears witness to the 
correctness of the story. One important 
point is that after the apparition had been 
seen and before the news had come out 
Wynward and Sherbroke spoke freely to 
their brother officers of what they had 
seen. — Household Words.

SOUTH AMERICAN WAR. 


tt«b*In .AoUre In Xelghborhood of 


Panama. 


Kingston. Jamaica, Sept. 
0.— The 


Royal Mail steamer Para, from Colon, 
reports rebel activity in the neighbor- 
hood of Panama aud Colon. She also 
reports that lighting has taken place at 
Bocas del Toro. The go rerninent of the 
latter place falling to repulse the Lib- 
erals, the rebels have given notice ot 
their Intention to attack Colon within 
a fortnight. The government Is continu- 
ally moving troops to meet the rebel 
advances. Trade continues almost par- 
alyzed. 


A dispatch from Colon, dated Sept. <3 


and refused by the censor and forward- 
ed by steamer to Kingston, says that 
Colombia's financial straits are ex- 
treme. and she is pushed to the last 
point to obtain funds. The Colombian 
paper peso is now worth loss than 3 
cents, and gold continues to depreciate. 
Seventy or 80 per oe-nl of the peo- 
ple of the country sympathize with the 
revolution and aiv opposed to the pres- 
ent government, largely. it is asserted, 
on account ot" the government's exac- 
tion of taxes aud imposts and other 
vexatious efforts to raise money. 


A decree, dated Bogota, July IS, prac- 


tically disrupts the country and de- 
prives the Bogota government of the 
power to take national action in which 
the various departments could be ex- 
pected to take a responsible part. It is 
almost impossible to expect Colombia 
to lake concerted action on an Interua 
tlouul matter because of the weakening 
etfect of the decree lu question. 


The future contains no promise ot 


financial betterment, and the people be- 
come daily more burdened. Forced 
loans are common, and their dally re- 
currence is expected, lu some cases 
customs receipts have been hypothecat- 
ed months in a<Uanee as security I'oi 
these loans, and in oilier < a s i s no seen 
rity is given. The continuation ot sucli 
governmental impositions increases tin- 
Liberal ranks, and the prolongation of 
the present situation will. it is believed, 
increase the Liberals' chances, of suc- 
cess.

WILL REGENERATE FOUL AIR 


Novel nn<Jt Important Invention of 


Two French Sclcntlata. 


It appears from an article In a recent 


number of La Jxuiure that some tiaie 
last year Desgres and Balthazard 
called attention to a substance which 
is used In dyeing and which in contact 
with water becomes decomposed into 
oxygen and soda. -The substance Is 
called blnoxide of sodium, and in some 
experiments performed at the Faculty 
of Medicine lately it was shown that 
auhnals could be kept alive for hours 
in closed vessels by regenerating the 
exhausted air with this chemical. This 
led to the discovery that by throwing 
blnoxide of sodium In small quantities 
into water in a hermetically sealed 
vessel a sufficient quantity of oxygen 
was disengaged for respiration, while 
the soda simultaneously formed fixed 
the expired carbonic acid of the air, 
and that at the same time a destruc- 
tion by oxidation of the toxins In the 
gas from the lungs took place.
